Action, are met by the prior art. Further discussion will be provided In due course. 

Applicant is remined that the differences as discussed in the recent arguments can be boiled down to the differences in naming of 
several claimed features: For example, as Applicant described the teaching of Carney on page 2 of the recent remarks: Carney teaches two 
different event types: broadcast and targeted (first paragraph on page 2). Further, Carney's handling unit collects various parameters and 
pass along with an event code which identifies the type of event (second paragraph on page 2). Accordingly, Carney's event code and 
event type can be mapped to Applicant's "routing type" and "routing mechanism", respectively. This is particularly true because Applicant 
refers broadcast, geometry and focus as different routing mechanisms (see Specification page 4). 
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
